A scientist 


counts them, finds 300,000 soldiers in

down the line and keeping order. 


Let a horse or man break a leg and 


fall in the path of the army ants, and in 
a few hours only a skeleton is left. These 
and other marvels of the insect world are 
described in Professor J Arthur Thom- 
son's fascinating "Outline of Science." 
a four-volume education without a head- 
ache. 


The author tells about the burying 


beetles. 
When a corpse is to be buried, 


one of these insect grave diggers rounds 
up a squad of helpers instead of under- 
taking the work alone. 
Among locusts 


the wingless young form a living bridge 
over a stream until their brothers and 
sisters cross overhead. 
They change 


places, relieving the bridgers when fa- 
tigued, so that few drown. Certain bees 
remain in the hive as housekeepers, re- 
ceive honey as workers bring it in, then 
store it in the combcells. 
Other bees do 


their share by standing patiently, fan- 
ning the air with their wings to ventil- 
ate the hive. 


All these manifestations of "mutual 


add" or the "social instinct" have the 
rudiments of definite civilizations. While 
insects work by instinct and man by in- 
telligence, the two methods are strik- 
ingly similar. Man calls it instinct large- 
ly because it does not please his vanity 
to credit, any creature except himself 
with intelligence. We are important on 
earth, that is true. But we are only a 
part, of a far more important system of 
nature. 
Each thing that lives must ex- 


ist with a definite purpose.

THE COST OF LIVING 


The monthly bulletin of the bureau of 


labor'statistics in many elaborate tabula- 
tions shows that the cost of living in 
June, 1922, was 66.6 per cent higher 
than in June. 1913. 
The compilation 


of this bulletin affords occupation for a 
large corps of government employes, and 
to that extent serves a useful purpose, 
but the real value to the public may be 
open to argument. 
The bulletin as- 


sumes that the cost of living is based on 
commodity prices, whereas commodity 
prices is only one and not the most im- 
portant element. 


One family lives in comfort and saves 


money while another family on double 
the income is continually running'behind. 
Family thrift makes all the difference in 
the world in the cost of living, and thrift 
is something that cannot be standardized 
into statistics. 
The embodiment of thrift 


in most households is the wife and moth- 
er, and the man who has a good wife is 
blessed indeed. It is she who buys most 
of the family supplies and how carefully 
she makes the Sunday roast do for cold 
meat Monday, stew on Tuesday, and, if 
there is a bone, for soup on Wednesday. 
It is usually the wife who buys the cloth- 
ing for the children and how oarefolly 
she patches and darns to make them go 
as far as possible. 


The good wife can knock the spots off 


the best statistics that mere man may 
compile as to the cost of living, and what 
is more she is doing it every day in the 
year and pretty nearly everywhere. 


SPASMODIC CROUP 


The croup season will soon be here, that to, if 


the coal situation is relieved before winter settles 
down, as it probably will be, now that the public 
is resigned to pay the price. 
Croup always fol- 


lows the starting o£ the furnace. 
The little tots 


suffer almost as much as housewives do from the 
depraving effects of vitiated, overheated, dried out 
indoor air. 


The child usually between six months and three 


or four years old. goes to bed well or perhaps with 
"just a slight eeld in the head," a slight running 
at the nose, or perhaps after barking a little in 
the evening. In the middle of the night the parents 
find the younster fighting for breath, breathing 
noisily with stridor or crowing inspiration, evidently 
frightened and in distress, with a hoarse voice, and 
a brassy, croupy. irritating and ineffectual cough. 
The attack lasts from a few minutes to two or 
three, hours, then subsides and the youngster falls 
asleep, to wake nest morning none the worse. 
Sometimes this performance occurs for two or three 
successive nights, and if there is a good crop of 
grandmas and neighbors, about the second and third 
nights the youngster plays to a full house. 


Alarming though the attack of croup may be to 


the amateur parents, fortunately it is never fatal. 
Spasmodic croup is another disease which Nature— 
n this case I give the great charlatan a capital X 
—cures unaided by "pills or potions." 
Nature re- 


ieves the muscle spasm which produces the croup 
by the simple expedient of choking the breath nigh 
out of the child, the spasmodic laryngeal muscle 
relaxing when the child begins to grow faint and 
.imp for want of aJr. Crude, slow and cruel, but 
sure, if you have a constitutional antipathy tow- 
ard "pills and potions." 


Potions, however, often beat Nature in curing 


croup. Such a homely old potion as a teaspoonful 
or two of syrup of ipecac poured down the child's 
throat will produce vomiting, usually, in 10 to 15 
minutes, and the act of vomiting relaxes the spas- 
modic muscles and relieves the attack. 


Other aids are widely open windows and doors. 


to let in all the coo!, moist, air the night affords— 
keeping the child comfortably covered with blan- 
kets the while: using a steam kettle or croup kettle 
to Impregnate the air with moisture, for the ex- 
cessive dryness of overheaed air is one cause of 
the croup: and keeping either hot or cold compress- 
es upon the child's throat—cold preferably if the j 
child does not fight it. thick folds of cheesecloth 
or muslin wet with ice water and applied to the 
throat from ear to ear and covered with a piece 
of flannel or some oiled silk or wax paper to keep 
the clothing dry. and a fresh cold compress every 
five or 10 minutes. 


Croup seldom occurs if the sleeping room is kept 


thoroughly ventilated—windows always open. Stuf- 
fy, warm sleeping quarters 
predispose to croup. 


Children who suffer repeatedly from croup are often 
found to have adenoids, enlarged tonsils or nasal 
obstruction requiring relief.

Please tell me whether a child can give the 


whooping cough to other children three days before 
the child comes down with it herself? I was at 
home on a Sunday with my little girl and Wednes- 
day she came down with whooping cough, then 
my sister's children got it. and she claims they got 
it from my child.—(Mrs. A. W. C.) 


Answer—Tes. 
In the period before the whoop 


begins, of course the infection may be spread. No 
mother should send her child to school or permit 
the child to come in contact with other children 
anywhere, while the child has even a slight so- 
called "cold," for no one ea.n predict in the early 
stage just what disease the alleged "cold" may turn 
out to be. 


White, Brown And Brindled 


In a magazine article I read that Dr. Woods 


Hutchmson insists tha.t "pound for pound, white 
bread is equal to any black, brown or brindled 
staff of life." 
In view of the revelations of mod- 


ern science concerning vitamins, the mineral ele- 
ments of whole wheat, and the laxative value of 
unrefined wheat flour, what reason can you ascribe 
for such a statement?—(T. L. B.) 


Answer—In ordinary nutritive value (caloric con- 


tent) white, brown, graham or whole wheat bread 
is th<=> same.

RAISES COLOR QUESTION. 


Every 
pugilist, the 
NORFOLK 


LEDGER 
DISPATCH 
observes, 


"fights once too often," and "so Geor 
ges Carpentier goes to join the band 
of pugilistic heroes who did not know 
when to stop." To 'American editors, 
however, there is an element in the 
fight between the vanquished French 
idol, and the black man from the 
African jungles, that goes deeper than 
interest in a sporting event. As one 
writer puts it, "some knockouts are 
heard around the wot Id. 
The last 


blow administered to M. Georges Car- 
pentier by Siki, the Senegalese, is 
reverberating where the skins of some 
folk are darker than the skin of 
others." 


From the viewpoint of "American 


writers Carpentier has always been 
overrated 'as a fighter, and "what 
happened when, in flaming silks and 
the pink of condition, he stepped out 
to meet his swarthy foe" was accord- 
ing to the 
DANVILLE (Va.) BEE 


"the very thing that common sense 
might have taught. Siki,- a clumsy 
giant, unskilled in the technique of 
real boxing, was like (a block of 
adamant to the white man's onslaught. 
There was no real science in the 
fight unless it was the resort one 
after another by Carpentier to the 
various wiles of the game." But "no 
mount of butting, feinting and other 
'scientific' 
stuff," 
the 
ROANOKE' 


WORLD NEWS says, "can'take the 
place of ability td hit hard enough to 
knock a man out," therefore "Georges 
is a shinning example of the ultimate 
end of the prize-fighter trying to get 
by on tricks rather than punch. He's 
done for." 


As the PHILADELPHIA PUBLIC 


LEDGER draws the picture, "Car- 
pentier flashed his whole box of tricks 
and the tough bulk of Siki took them 
all and came back hungrily for more. 
What 
was 
Carpentier's 
technical 


finesse of punch and parry compared 
to the sheer brute hammer-and-tongs 
onslaught of the ebony Colonial? Then 
Carpentier lost his head, as he was 
losing his crown, cast to the winds 
his fistic art, resorted .to any desper- 
ate tactics and fouling and stalling 
in order to win. and made an inglori- 
ous exit into dreamland, with the 
throng rooting for its new hero and 
hooting the man who once had all 
Paris at his feet." 


The behavior of spectors interests 


in MINNEAPOLIS TRIBUNE, for. it 
says, "no English or American crowd 
ever showed a finer understanding of 
the true spirit of sportsmanship than 
did this French crowd," when, after 
"the referee endeavored to cheat the 
Senegalese of his victory of awarding 
the battle to Georges on a technicality 
—if demanded that the preposterous 
decision be changed," even though it 
might "readily be supposed that a 
French crowd, patriotic to the core 
and decidedly partisan to Georges, 
would have applauded this unfair de- 
cision." 


Patriotism, however, did not have 


a great deal to do with the matter, 
other writers think. The WASHING- 
TON STAR points out that "the color 
line is not drawn as rigidly in France 
as elsewhere," and since Siki is a 
French Colonial, "from the Gallic 
point of view." the BUFFALO TIMES 
says, "the fight was as though one 
Frenchman 
were fighting another 


Frenchman. The sensitive chord of 
national vanity had little or nothing 
in the circumstances to set it tingling. 
That, with the Parisian love of novel- 
ty, and the rather too ready human 
willingness to cry 'the king is dead, 
long live the king,' sufficiently ac- 
counts for the roars of acclamation 
with which the spectators welcomed 
Siki'e victory.'* 


Thus "France's pugilistic crown has 


suffered the fate of the crown of the 
Caesars," the CINCINNATI TIMES 
STAR finds. "3Vhat was proudly worn 
by Augustus and Tiberius eventually 
graced the head of barbarian emper- 
ors. The laurel that was worn jauntily 
by the graceful Frenchman now ia 
tipped upon the curly head and black 
brow of a Senegalese soldier." 


Siki. the 
CLEVELAND 
PLAIN 


DEALER 
observes, "is a stpange 


figure in the realm 6f pugilism. There 
has nwer been another liks him. 
There have been many excellent 
colored fighters, but they have not 
been, natives of Africa. 
Siki is a 


child of the wild, the product of primi- 
tive social conditions. 
He literally 


comes out of the jungle to prove that 
for real fighting the highest civiliza- 
tion Is not a prime essential." In a 
game which "the white race has cer- 
tainly laid down the rules of compe- 
tition," the NEW YORK TRIBUNE 
adds, "the Senegalese pounds his way 
to triumph," a. development which 
leads the DURHAM (N.C.) SUN to 
wonder whether or not it. will "change 
the old rule that highly organized 
civilization manages to excel In any- 
thing to which it turns its hand." The 
BOSTON GLOBE believes that it will, 
and that the white monopoly of force 
eeems to have had its day. If white 
folks are to hold their supremacy they 
must find a basis which knockouts will 
not disturb," for whether Siki "wishes 
to have it so or not. his victory over 
the white man has given a new turn 
to the race question." 


The SPRINGFIELD REPUBLICAN 


Iff convinced that "politically it was 
an indiscretion to run the risk" ot 
much a victory. In the British em 
pfre, the paper explains, "it has long 
b*er, understood that to expose white 
prestige to the danger of defeat of 
this sort Is undesirable, and for the 
French empire also the war has made 
thle question sfriouft—Africa is being 
educated for war when Us paramount 
need is to be educated In the work* 
of noac-A. 
And if th» fipnccalese and 


others thus trained are already ceas- 
ing to regard white Frenchmen a« 
unquestionably superiors, the easy 
and overwhelming defeat by the 'black 
loopard' of such a hoxer us Franca 
may not In a rpnlury again be able 
to produce cannot be considered a 
good thing for the French empire." 


COST OF FRANCE'S RHINE ARMY. 


Mainz—Each French _comp%ny on 


Rhine prevents the building up of 
a French village, M. J. d« la Dabinerie 
tells-us in the ERE NOUVELLE. He 
says further: 


" 'A billion soldiers more or less is 


no vital matter for France,' said oae 
of, the miable officers of our army 
of occupation to me the other day; 'it 
would be foolish' to economize when 
it is a question of France's safety.' 


"These words are characteristic of 


the frame of mind of our military men 
and denote a three-fold mistake. 


"As far as '.France's safety' is con- 


cerned, we pointed out recently that 
in the opinion of many military men, 
including Marshal Foch, our wateh 
on the Rhine is no real guarantee, 
and our strategic position only gives 
us an imaginary superiority. 


"In thft,second place, I will not dis- 


pute the fact that our Rhine army 
is glorious and wonderful, but we must 
not forget that it is composed mostly 
of young recruits who benefit there, 
where the life is easy and the service 
not strenuous, from the work that 
their elders have done before them. 


"But the greatest mistake is to be- 


lieve that so many soldiers are no 
vital matter for the beautiful land of 
France. 
The tax-payer's point of 


view is perhaps not quite the same 
as the officer's. 


"It is from a similar mistake that 


the words: 'the Bosch will pay all' 
has arisen. 
Experience has proved 


that the 'Bosch' will not pay all, 
but has paid- very little and will pay 
nothing more until he has found re- 
sources which will permit of his do- 
ing so. 


"This comes from the policy of our 


Chamber which is trying to kill the 
hen in order to seize the eggs, instead 
of allowing it to lay them. 


"As soon as we begin to realize that 


the hope of reparations is futile, there 
will be no sense in keeping &n army 
on the Rhine. The presence of our 
army is only justified by the hope of 
German payments; at least, accord- 
ing to the -Versailles Treaty, this is 
the legal reason of this occupation, 
called a 'guarantee.' but the pretext 
for occupation will disappear when 
the story of the hen with the golden 
eggs has proved an illusion. 


"There is no other pretext what- 


ever for continuing this occupation; 
we have seen that the strategic ad- 
vantage is an illusion; in spite of the 
Versailles treaty and the guard on 
the Rhine. German aviators glide 
motorless in the Rhoen, and tnat is 
a symbol. 


"Besides all this the occupation of 


the left bank of the Rhine does a 
great deal of harm, for different rea- 
sons. 


"It does harm to Germany, that 


is sure and needs no explanation: If 
the Rhine district is materially better 
off than the rest of Germany and gets 
rich from the million of francs that 
aj-e spent there, it suffers from the 
presence of the hated foreigner and 
perhaps they will never get over the 
harm done to their self-esteem: the 
truth is that the inhabitants of the 
Rhine provinces hate the 
French; 


they wish to remain German and only 
smile when separatist agitators try to 
persuade them to throw off the Ber- 
lin 'Yoke.' 


"It does harm to Europe and to 


the whole world because it engenders 
sternal hatred between two great na- 
tions; and there is not only the senti- 
mental side which proves that our oc- 
oupation threatens the peace of Eu- 
rope, but there is also the economic 
side, perhaps still more important 
nowadays. 


"The indignation of the Germans on 


account of our African troops, their 
complaints about the exactions and 
brutalities of our officers, about their 
requisitioning of apartments, all this 
is not very serious and happen in 
every occupied territory. 


"But what is serious is that the

of 1640, read the reports written by 
Lord Chief Justice Hales after his 
researches.

age family of six was $2.50 a week.

Only 800 Hunting Licenses 


Issued In County This Year 


Right methods In fighting a fire 


while small are one of the most ef- 
fective means of cutting the losses 
\which occur annually, and in reduc- 
ing the death and accident toll, de- 
clares Chief George P. McGillan of the 
fire department. 


The chief is an ardent believer in 


fire prevention as a better means of 
fighting fire than the efforts of the 
fire department after a blaze has start- 
ed. Inspection work in Appleton has 
been pushed vigorously each year for 
just this reason. 


A set of rules 
which 
everybody 


ought to k:iow is given by Chief Mc- 
Gillan with reference to the best way 
to handle a blaze when one is discov- 
ered. He suggests that these be fixed 
in the minds of the people, for one 
never knows when he might be called 
upon to act. 


These are the rules: 
Keep cool and act "quickly before 


the fire can spread. 
* 


Make your plans in advance as to 


what you would do in case of fire. 


Have one or more hand fire extin- 


guishers within easy reach. 


Be sure that every one in the house 


knows where they are and how to use 
them. 


Do not aim at the flames but at the 


place where the flames start. 


If you use1 water, it is generally best 


to throw it in small quanaities. 


Small fires can sometimes be beaten 


out with a broom or coat. 


Never go to bed without knowing 


the quickest, safest way to leave the 
house. 
Keep the halls, stairs, doors and fire- 


escapes free from obstruction. 


Give the alarm promptly by calling 


"Fire!" unless in a crowded room. 


In a crowded room give the alarm 


quietly and keep the people calm. 
" Know where to find the nearest fire 
alarm box, and study the directions in 
advance. 


Wait by the bos it outside of the 


burning building, so as to direct the 
fireman when they appear. 


If you send a telephone alarm, asK 


the operator for the fire department i: 
you do not know the number or must 
look it up. Be sure to give the address 
and talk plainly enough so you are 
heard plainly. 


If your door is closed, put your 


foot behind it, and open it cautiously 
Slam it shut Jf the fire threatens to 
rush in. 
If there is smoke but no flame in the 


room or hallway, tie a wet cloth 
around your mouth and nose, an<i 
crawl on your hands and knees If tto< 
smoke is dense. 


Close all doors that you jjass, in or 


der to keep the flre from spreading. 


Do not jump from a window umeat. 


It Is absolutely necessary. It is bette; 
to tear a sheet into strips, tie tbj 
strips together into a rope, fasten on< 
end of the rope securely, and slide to 
the ground. 


If you have to jump, throw out mat 


tresses and bedding to break your 
fall.

Through 
a Sieve 
Woven Finer 
Than Silk 


Portland cement, to meet 
the exacting specifications 
of leading engineering soci- 
eties and the United States 
Government, must be 
ground so fine that at least 
78 per cent will pass a sieve 
having 200 wires per linear 
inch. A silk handkerchief 
has but 110 threads per inch 
—an excellent quality of 
silk dress goods 187 threads. 
The watch in your pocket hardly 
calls for .a more complicated and 
carefully adjusted process of manu- 
facture than the Talcing of cement. 
Grinding is only one of the many 
operations required to make it 
Yet in grinding alone, see what is 
required: 
The rocks from the quarry, often 
as big as a piano and heavier, go 
first into a gigantic "coffee mill." 
It bites at these huge chunks, 
chips them, and finally crushes 
them—to pieces six inches or so 
in diameter. [ 
Two finer mills follow, one after 
the other, reducing the stones to 
the size of coarse sand. After this, 
they must be ground in a great re- 
volving cylinder half filled with 
steel balls, until every cubic foot 
of the rock has been rec1 need to 14 
billion pieces—until 85 per cent 
of them will shake through a sieve 
that will actually hold water, a sieve 
with 40,000 holes to the square 
inch. 
And all of this is less than half the 
necessary grinding. The coal must 
be ground. For the object of all 
this fine grinding of the raw ma- 
terials is only that it may be fused 
into crystalline clinkers. And to 
fuse it requires pulverized coal- 
er its equivalent Most plants use 
pulverized coaL 
The coal must be ground as fine 
as the raw stone. Eighty-five per 
cent of it or thereabouts must go 
through the sieve that holds 
water. And that often means two 
grinding operations. 
There is still the clinker to be 
ground. It is glass-hard to begin 
with. It must be ground first to the 
fineness of sand, and then ground 
and reground in another cylinder 
of steel balk—until at least 78 per 
cent of it will go through the 
sieve woven finer than silk. 
Huge bowlders to an impalpable 
dust. Common coal to an impal- 
pable dust, and finally, after the 
burning, glass-hard clinker to an 
impalpable dust. That is the mak- 
ing of cement. And eight heavy 
grinding dperations are required 
in the process. 
Grinding is only one of the lesser 
heat and power consuming oper- 
ations in cement manufacture.
